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he said um now this convent this conjunction of an immense military establishment and a large arms industry 
is new in the American experience the total influence economic political even spiritual is felt in every city 
every state house every office of the federal government we recognize the imperative need for this 
development he was talking after all the height of the Cold War yet we must not fail to comprehend its grave 
implications are torial resources and livelihood are all involved so is the very structure of our society and the

for the Emperor there were mostly civilians we were trying to make a political point when we targeted them or 
we burn Dresden or wooden cities of Japan so terrorism what we really mean by towers of non-state actors 
or president called rogue so for there's always Miller goes and it should be treated as a pathology it's an 
example of rage of impotence II fear of madness whatever you want okay religious fanaticism that's not 
always religious could be nationalist fanaticism so terrorism is a pathology instead of treating itas a
